Reveals Strong Demand for Aberdeen-Angus 


The value of Aberdeen-Angus breeding 
cattle was clearly demonstrated at the 
Brown Drouth sale at Oskaloosa, Iowa, on 
August 6th, when Col. Fred Reppert, of 
Decatur, Indiana, mounted the block and 
cold in one of the snappiest auctions of the 
season thirty-four head of breeding cattle, 
about half of them less than a year old, at 
the remarkable average of $112.21. The 
day was hot, the pavillion crowded, and ev- 
erybody gasping for breath. Outside the 
pavilion that section of country resembled 
very much a regular scene in one of the 
semi-arid sections of the Southwest—no 
grass, no hay, no corn, no oats, and even 
the trees showed signs of a desire to join 
some nudist colony. No one expected the 
cattle to get very far away from the mar- 
ket rating that a group of packers might 
place upon them. In fact that very thing 
has happened at beef cattle sales this sum- 
mer. Here it was different. The big boy 
from Indiana, loosed his collar, his belt and 
rolled his sleeves as he was getting into 
action with the preliminaries. 

Speech making was short and it was only 
a brief time until the machinery was set 
in motion. Jack Halsey of the Wallaces’

Journal and Col. Bill Cooper, were at the 
ringside to help gather the bids, if bids 
there might be. The big boy with a smile 
and a ton of enthusiasm kept these gentle- 
men busy for he seemed to be watching 
both sides of the ring at once. As a result 
of the good work of the auction force and 
the desire of those upon the seats to own 
a few good breeding cattle of the better 
sorts it was but a short while until the last 
animal was led through the ring. 

The bulls were young, and not too fancy, 
and passed the block at an average of 
$86.50 per head. Three of them sold at 
$110.00 each and another went at $115.00 
which was the top for bulls. Pierson & 
Strother, of Roland, Iowa, purchased the 
top bull, Equity Lad C. 476947, by Enig C. 
by Enlate Marshall. 

Henry W. Marshall, of Lafayette, Indi- 
ana, who is assembling one of the greatest 
collections of Aberdeen-Angus cattle to be 
seen out on the circuit this season came 
down the day before and purchased several 
head of the Brown show cattle and made 
arrangements with Elliott to go back home 
with him to help get the cattle going on the 
circuit.

John Kuhn, of 
Streater, Illinois, was another heavy buyer 
as was also T. J. Moore, of Keensburg, IIli- 
nois.

A merciless, sweltering sun made the 
ing days of t 
wick denied from August 11th to 18th 
inclusive, most unpleasant. Severe drouth 
conditions and accompanying crop failures 
did not encourage a large attendance. The 
breeding classes were scheduled to pass be- 
fore Judge John C. Mills, of Kirksville, Mis- 
souri, at 8:30 a. m. on the 16th so the J our- 
nal torce took occasion to make a night 
drive to Sedalia to witness the display of 
Black Beauties next morning. Just as we 
left home at 6:00 o’clock in the evening it 
began to rain and a good heavy rain accom- 
panied us all the way to Sedalia, bringing 
moisture and a change of temperature to 
many counties along the way for the first 
time in months. ; \ 
Three fine herds from as many different 
states were present to “show” the lads from 
Missouri that their favorite breed was not 
falling by the wayside, but that the high 
standard of quality of past years was being 
maintained by the gentlemen who follow 
the show circuits. S. C. Fullerton & Sons, 
of Miami, Oklahoma, were on hand with a 
fine string of nicely fitted cattle; J. B. Hol- 
linger, of Chapman, Kansas, had out anoth- 
er splendid string and Miller & Kemp, of 
Olin, Iowa, presented the third lineup, all 
of which gave promise of doing things in 
the show ring. we ; 
While there were not many entries in the 
various classes, the Aberdeen-Angus show- 
ing was stronger this season in numbers as 
compared with the numbers of other beef 
breeds. The Fullerton herd was in charge 
of young “Sammie” himself, and featured 
among the young things the get of the Ful- 
lerton bred bull Elban 8th of Sunbeam a 
son of Perfection Sunbeam who was by 
Sunbeam’s Blue Ribbon. This firm showed 
the aged bull, Eroica of St. Albans, to the 
senior and grand championship and their 
bull calf, Prince Sunbeam 5th, to the junior 
position. They also captured the five and 
three bull groups. Their Rosemere Jubilee 
sale purchase, the International grand 
champion female Barbara of Rosemere 
100th proved good enough to take her class 
and go on to the senior and grand cham- 
pionship honors. The senior and summer 
yearling heifer and the graded herd classes 
all went to the same firm. 

Hollinger won the two year old class with 
Burgess of Wheatland, the senior yearling 
class with Revemere of Wheatland 8th, the 
summer with Repeater of Wheatland and 
the two bull group. The four daughters of 
Revolution 4ist, the great Hollinger show 
bull by Blackcap Revolution made a won- 
derful showing. Chimera of Wheatland 
gave way to the International grand cham- 
pion in the aged cow class and there was 
not much room for decision their either, 
while Chimera of Wheatland 2d won the 
two year old class; Chimera of Wheatland 
3d went to third place in the senior year- 
ling class and Chimera of Wheatland 4th 
captured the senior calf class, the junior 
and reserve grand championship. Hollin- 
ger’s pair of yearling won also as did his 
get of sire by Revolution 41st. 

Miller & Kemp did not fare so well. It 
was theirs to capture the junior yearling 
bull class with Eleanor’s Prince 467273 and

the senior yearling heifer class with Black- 
cap M. K. 8th 467262; also the pair of 
calves which were sired by Earl Eric Mar- 
shall 392402 a son of the famous old Earl 
Marshall.

In the former division Chester Kuntz, of 
Paris, Missouri, won the first prize in the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed and later captured 
the championship in competition with the 
other breeds. Robert Lambert, of Roth- 
ville, won the Aberdeen-Angus division in 
the 4-H Club section.

years. While the winners in the separate 
classes were real calves, the breed failed to 
produce one that could defeat the Short- 
horn calf which was without question the 
best Shorthorn bullock presented at Iowa in 
years. He was prime and all there that 
day, while many of the black calves will 
have their inning later in the season. 

The group of five head shown by one 
county was Aberdeen-Angus from Davis 
county, the second prize group were Here- 
fords from the same county. 

The breeding classes were judged by 
Dean H. H. Kildee, of Iowa State College, 
Ames. The show was not so large in num- 
bers as in former years, however some of 
the outstanding specimens of the breed were 
on hand to greet the judge. S. C. Fuller- 
ton & Sons, of Miami, Oklahoma, played the 
winning role, capturing all the purples in 
the championship classes except that award- 
ed the junior champion bull, which went to 
Elliott Brown of Rose Hill, Iowa.

A CHALLENGE TO THE 
BREED PAPER. 

It is only through frank and open state- 
ments from our readers that we may be 
able in a measure to be of service to the 
breeders and the breed generally. Mr. W. 
M. Drake, of Church Hill, Mississippi, is- 
sues a challenge to the breed paper to be 
of greater service through discussions per- 
taining to feed and feeding problems. Mr. 
Drake writes “I do not find any department 
which gives information of value as to feed- 
ing, management of cattle on pasture, or in 
regard to other matters which a stock 
farmer likes to discuss with his neighbors 
and see discussed by his farm or trade 
paper.” 

Heretofore the Journal has contented it- 
self with trying to bring to its readers the 
activities of breeders throughout the beef 
cattle sections of the world. We will how- 
ever be delighted to have breeders from 
various sections discuss their respective 
methods of handling cattle, especially their 
breeding herds throughout the various sea- 
sons of the year. It takes letters of this 
sort to pull us out of the ruts so easy to 
pursue. 


The summer pasture plan at our own 
Strathmore Farms has been a very simple 
one. Native blue grass pastures have furn- 
ished the base. These have been augment- 
ed by planting sweet clover in adjacent 
fields, allowing the breeding cows which 
are kept in small groups for handling and 
breeding convenience, the free use of both 
fields at the same time. To date we have 
not been bothered with bloat as the cows 
seem to be able to take care of themselves 
in this respect when they are at liberty to 
choose their grass feed. We find that they 
make a pretty regular itinerary, consisting 
usually of a complete round of both fields 
each day, thus mixing their own. Follow- 
ing this program has given us a grand rug- 
ged set of calves each year. After a few 
weeks the calves following the cows close 
to the buildings are brought in and taught 
to utilize grain feeds. Those in more dis- 
tant pastures have been allowed to remain 
out on grass the whole season, and no par- 
ticular ill effects have been noted, except 
that they are not as fat, nor as heavy at a 
given age. However they have the growth 
and stamina that enables them to respond 
satisfactorily to feed when brought into 
winter quarters. Naturally the grain fed 
calves develop and finish faster, and for 
that reason are the more profitable at a 
younger age. We find however that there 
is but little difference in the quality, size, 
and type at maturity among the heifers 
— we have retained for our own breeding 
ierd. 

Nothing will suit us better than to have 
those in various sections tell Journal read- 
ers how they have been handling their 
breeding herds in the past and what they 
are doing this year. In this way we may 
be able to bring some relief to others.

Market Show at South St. Paul. 

It is the desire of the Saint Paul Unin 
Stock Yards Company that the farmers of 
the Northwest raise and bring to the mar. 
ket better live stock. In order to do this 


the producers must produce better liye 
stock, using the most business-like method 
in doing so. To assist them in this, the 
Stock Yards Company and the market ip- 
terests are going to hold a Market Show of 
cattle, hogs and lambs, in conjunction with 
a selected sire sale of fifty beef bulls, twen- 
ty-five boars and twenty-five rams on Octo- 
ber 4th, 5th and 6th at the Show Barns in 
South St. Paul. There will be a class for 
a pen of three steers or heifers; one pen 
class for wether lambs and two pen classes 
for barrows. There will also be a class for 
singles in each of the above, at which the 
exhibitor can show two out of the pen. Each 
class will have fourteen places, with prizes 
from $2.00 to $15.00 and each exhibitor can 
enter one pen of three head of cattle (steers 
or heifers, or both) of any weight; three 
head of wether lambs, 75 to 95 Ilbs., and 
two pens of barrows, one from 190 lbs. to 
235 lbs., and one from 235 to 275 lbs. 

All exhibitors must indicate their inten- 
tion of entering animals by September 15th 
sc that the Stock Yards Company can ar- 
range pens. The stock must arrive not lat- 
er than October 4th and will be judged on 
October 5th by packer buyers and Univers- 
ity judges. On Saturday, October 6th, 
these cattle will be sold at auction to the 
packers. 

The entries of beef bulls, boars and rams 
must also arrive not later than October 4th 
as they too will be judged on Friday and 
auctioned to the highest bidder on Satur- 
day, October 6th, immediately following the 
sale of the market classes. 

Entries in market classes are limited to 
actual farmers in the South St. Paul trade 
territory. Sires will be selected from breed- 
ers in the same territory. The following 
week a meat cutting demonstration will be 
held in St. Paul and Minneapolis for the 
housewives, which will be supervised by the 
National Live Stock & Meat Board.

Survey of Aberdeen-Angus

to secure some pure bred cattle to feed through the winter on a share basis.
